Prom time to time General Townshend 
sent reports that all was well, but it 
had boon known of late that the situa- 
tion was becoming a desperate one for 
the Uritlsh. 


Cot Near To Bagdad 


For some time after the Townshend 


expedition started out from the Pers- 
ian gulf, It was steadily successful. It 
pushed up the -Tigris and Euphrates 
until, in September of 19in, it defeut- 
ed thp Turks decisively in an encoun- 
ter at Kut-El-Amara, which later was 
to be the scone of the British sur- 
londer. Then the invaders pushed on 
to within a few miles of Bagdad, their 
goal. They defeated Turks at Ctesip- 
hon. but later (ho Turks, reinforced, 
compelled them to retire hastily to 
Kut-El-Amara. 


Tho battle at Ctosijihon was one of 


the fiercest of Ihe many hard strug- 
gles in which the expeditionary forco 
was engaged. The British wore said 
to have been outnumbered six times 
by tho Ottoman troopn.
